

Glass Ball Shooting as an Art and Pastime.

As glass ball shooting has grown to an almost national popu¬ 
larity, a few words upon the subject may be of Interest to the 
craft. In places where pigeons are not accessible the tyro wel¬ 
comes anythlng*that may tend to the cultivation of his skill and 
nerve, during the close season, which are so liable to come into 
a rusty state of disease if no practice is obtainable; for the old 
adage that “Exercise gives strength,” Is no lees applicable to 
shooting than to hosts of other cases; and how many of ub must 
sorrowfully own, that before the advent of the "amber fruit,” 
on the commencement of tbe shooting season, we have felt Badly 
In lack of that electric sympathy, which mutt exist between eye 
and finger, to enable one to attain to anything like excellence as 
a shot! How on one occasion when Ponto had carelessly flushed a 
cock in the alders, we had from an unconscious pressure of tbe 
Anger caused tbe discharge of our piece before it was even on a 
level with the bird, who went un¬ 
harmed to his next covert; or at 
another time from a shell resisting 
our effortB to extract It, we had 
become flurried, and when at last 
we were in readiness for the next 
shot, the same old carelessness 
bad placed an immense miss In 
our score. 

This want of care can only be 
remedied by continuous practice; 
and in a majority of locations such 
practice is most easily and cheaply 
obtained from the balls and trap. 

It has been said by some, that, 
the sport Is tame and unexciting 
about a contest in which tbe only 
game is balls, and dead balls at 
that; but with everything arranged 
In proper shape, your correspond¬ 
ent hse never been able to see that 
tbe sport was less enjoyable than 
the same kind of work on pigeons. 

As for difficulty, It Is certainly 
more easy to kill one’s pigeons 
from a plunge trap, than to break 
the balls a la Bogardus from three 
or five trape. With three lively 
traps set 18 yards from the score, 
and ten yards apart, to be dis¬ 
charged by the puller, ad libitum, 
the shooter h&e a scope of sixty 
feet from right to left, in which 
his ball is to' appear and dart in '• 
any conceivable direction. Under 
such conditions, If the shooting 
docs lack tbe exciting element of 
being a meal provider, It will surely 
not be found wanting In a demand 
for scientific skill; and the gnnner 
who cap get on nine out of ten balls 
coming into range from three traps 
bv chance, will experience as little 
difficulty In securing hie twelve 
straight on pigeons from plnnge 
traps, for If he possesses the requi¬ 
site quickness with which to secure 
the bails, nine Out of ten pigeons 
will he cut down before they make 
more than an effort to mark out a 
course of flight. 

IMPLEMENTS. 

For my own use X prefer a 
trap of the Purdy pattern, con¬ 
sisting of a wooden lever, thirty 
nches long by one and a half 
inches square, of ash or maple, 

supported upon the bed-piece by two stout wooden standards; 

e lever Is hung between theee ten Inches from one end; at the 
Mort end Is fastened the rubber spring, and at the other a cup 
*“*P lro “ or tin in which the ball is placed. The height at 
* nich the ball flies, is regulated by the length of a check-cord, 
one end of which is attached to the lever in front of the stand¬ 
ards and the other to a staple in the bed or bUI. The force Is 
■»»lly regulated by the amount of rubber used. A rubber spring 
made for the purpose Is sold by W. Holberton, at tbe Sporte- 
n a Emporium, in New York, for seventy-five cents per dosen. 
om three to six of these springs will give the necessary amount 
force, the distance a ball will be thrown varying between 
WYenty feet. A trap like the above can be con

The principal objection to trape using long metal springs, is 
Uiey are so extremely liable to give out just when they are 


most needed, and once broken are not easily replaced without 
considerable trouble ahd expense; another fault Is their want of 
adjustability respecting force. 

Regarding balls, after I have examined nearly all-of the best 
brands, I feel warranted in saying, that the Paine Feather Filled 
ball la without doubt tbe beat and highest priced ball on tho 
market. After plenty of trials the fact seems conclusively proven 
that the Bogardus ball Is nearly a failure; first, they are made 
too heavy to Insure being easily or certainly broken, being fre¬ 
quently picked up with shot marks upon them, and still .Intact. 
They are not uniform In weight, as In one barrel balls will be 
found varying from one and three-fourths ounces to three and 
three-fourths ounces. This of course makes trouble. The Paine 
Is found remarkably uniform In weight, the manufacturers offer¬ 
ing a large forfeit for one found above tbe maximum weight of 
two ounces. 

The best empty ball for the money appears to be a plain amber 
ball made by Whitney & Johnson, of 21 Lake St., Chicago; In 
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measurement It Is a trifle larger than the Paine, but of about the 
same weight and uniformity; they are sold at the remarkably low 
price of 98.50 per barrel. A very fine light-weight ball is a 
smooth one, made in blue and amber, by Whltall & Tatum, of 
Philadelphia, a trifle under size. They are of fine quality and sold 
at about the same price as the Whitney & Johnson. 

E. T. Martin also furnishes a plain ball, which combines, at a 
low price, all the good features of the “Paine.” The feathers 
might add an element of superiority to tbe Paine In large matches 
where exactness of ruling is required, but for ordinary practice 
and small shoots, one cannot fall to obtain satisfactory results from 
the cheap Chicago balls mentioned above, at a little more than 
half the price of tbe so-called first-class balls. 

A few words may now be lu order, for the benefit of thoee who 
may be desirous of attaining some proficiency lu the craft, and 
who have yet to mike a first shot First, u to loads at the be¬ 
ginning, three drachma good powder and odb and one-fourth 
ounce* ahot of No. 8 soft, or No. 9 chilled, wUl be found the 
thing, In general, for a first trial of an ordinary shot. Place the 


unp vumy UUK) m a uisrance 01 ren yards from the score, set In 
such a manner as to throw the balls nearly In a perpendicular 
direction to a distance of about twenty feet. Let the learner hold 
his gun at the “ready,” shown In the position or Bogardus’ rules 
and just as tbe ball reaches Its equipoise tukc a quick aim eight 
Inches below, pull, and a shower of broken glass is the result. 
After a small amount of practice on this style of shot the check 
may be lengthened to give a stralght-away shot, and this In turn 
sfter some proficiency is attained, may be changed for a quartered 
to the right or left, using the same amount of spring as at first 
Next, the same routine may be gone through at flfteenyards 
and then at eighteen yards, the distance according to rules, and 
by using more force and three or five traps, the shooting can be 
made of endless variety. After tbe shooter has become reasona¬ 
bly Bure on singles with two traps set, ten yards apart and six¬ 
teen yards from the score, he may begin on doubles, but in this 
the first barrel fired should be at the right or left ball, according 
as the Bhooter Is right or left handed, and the first ball should be 
Btruck a little before it reaches the 
height of its flight, and aimiug 
about eighteen Inches above it, 
this will give time for securing 
the second in first part of its fall 
by holding the same distance un¬ 
der it. The amusement may be 
nicely varied by the introduction 
of a few fancy shots, such as toBs- 
ing one’s ball one’s self, standing 
back to the trap and turning at 
the call pull, or having a man 
stand behind the shooter and 
throw the ball over his head with 
as much force as possible; also 
quite an exciting method often 
tried at close of match for practice, 
Is called skirmishing. For this 
arrange the men in a skirmish 
line, placing them abont ten or 
fifteen yards apart. In front of one 
end of the line 1s the thrower, dis¬ 
tant twenty-fiveyards, who throws 
tbe ball with as much force as 
possible straight past the line, 
each one firing in turn as he 
passes. This Is the most difficult of 
shots, and affords the beBt of prac¬ 
tice, besides awakening reminis¬ 
cences of the old, exciting war 
times. 

BOGARDUS AND CARVER. 

As a diversity of opinion exists 
about these unquestionably great 
shots, a few words regarding them 
In a comparative way, may be said 
with propriety. Altogether there 
is something approaching tbe mi¬ 
raculous, In the shooting of both 
men. Carver in his shooting from 
the hip, and In his triple shot, 
first’two misses and the third a 
break, are both marvelous exhi¬ 
bitions of scientific skill, when we' 
consider the certainty with which 
both are made, to say nothing of 
the way he smashes lead pencils 
and coins thrown Into tbe air, and 
his shots at passing birds near and 
far. Yet when we compare the 

. ___ _ _distance and manner of shooting 

as practiced by Carver, with that 
of the “old reliable” Captain, the 
amount of skill exhibited seems 
more nearly equal than one might 
at first suppose. 

First, as to distance In time 
matches at balls, Carver usually shoots with four yards rise, while 
Bogardus stands at fifteen; as to manner of projecting the balls, 
the man tossing those shot at by Carver sends them up perpen¬ 
dicularly to a distance of ten or fifteen feet, those for Bogardus 
being thrown from two or more traps In various directions, and 
with a greater velocity than those tossed by hand. 

By comparing scores, notwithstanding the greater difficulty In 
his manner of shooting, we find that Bogardus In his time match 
at 6,000 on January 8d, last, broke the 5,000 out of 5,156 shot 
at, in six hours thirteen minutes and forty-five seconds. While 
the “Doctor” on the 13th of July, In breaking his first 5,000 
missed 687, bis time being for the same number six hours, fifty- 
nine minutes and twenty seconds.

The eggs of the two flret 
we did not get, on account of the lateness of the season when we 
applied, but a fisherman friend in Vtrglnia sent Borne eggs of 
what he believed to be the dog fish, or Grindle, amia, but which 
proved on hatching to be newts, as we suspected from the ap¬ 
pearance of the eggs. Shortly after we received about 100 eggs, 
said to be of the gar, lepidoatc us, In a state of decomposition. 
Then we thought of turning our attention to the lamprey, and 
wrote to Mr. Chalmers, at Holyoke, Maas., a famous place for 
their neats, but owing to rises In the river, and other causes, he 
found it Impossible to obtain the eggs, although many nests were 
plainly visible. It may be that the lamprey Is through spawn¬ 
ing, hatched and gone, for we don’t know tbetr season. We 
publish this that frlendB may know our wants. We are always 
glad of eggs of fishes and aquatic reptiles. Pack in damp moss 
In a perforated tin box, and send by mail. 

A Fish Hawk Kills aMjJmported Fish.— Baltimore, Md.— 
Editor Chicago Field. —Quite a sensation was made at our ponds 
In Druid Hill Park one day last week by a fish hawk plunging 
from a great height Into the bosom of Druid Lake, and selling 
one of the golden tench, Imported a few years ago, and which 
have grown and bred here.

Editor Chicago Field: —I have read the very interesting 
communication of your correspondent “Oaka," under this head¬ 
ing, and wish that he had given us the names of the gentlemen 
making these experiments, as we always “like to know, you 
know,” how good our authorities are. 

Concerning the action of salt water on fresh-water fish, I am 
Inclined to think that the cause of death may be different In dif¬ 
ferent species, and In some of them It may be due entirely to the 
density of sea water clogging their gills, or in the case of salt 
water species, it may be that it Is the opposite cause. Osmotic 
action may undoubtedly affect many of them fatally, but that 
lt does not always do so is evident from his saying: If an an¬ 
imal be taken, the skin of which is not entirely osmotic, the Bame 
phenomenon occurs In the bronchial system,” and when this hap¬ 
pens I am inclined to attribute it entirely to density. 

A fresh-water catfish will live out of water a long time if its 
body and gills be kept wet, and It will breathe atmospheric air, 
which is of course much rarer than the air contained In water, 
but this fish, even though covered with an eel-llke slime, which, 
according to “Oaka,” resists osmosis, soon dies In the dense me¬ 
dium of sea water. .. .

3 “Mr. Havemeyer, of New York, in 13 days bagged 76 salmon, 
e weighing 1,599 pounds; Mr. James Turner, of Hamilton, In 14 
i days caught 66, weighing 1,564 pounds, and Mr. Roderick W. 
e Cameron, of New York, in six days scored 13, weighing 338 
’ pounds. Mr. Turner had the honor of killing the largest fish, 
d Which weighed 39 pounds, but Mr. Havemeyer carried off the 
e prize In number for one day, his aggregate being 14 fish 
s averaging over 23 pounds each. The loweet average weight of 
the fish taken wae 19 pounds 7 ounces." 


Salmon in California. —Hon. B. B. Redding, one of the 
Fish Commissioners of California, haa Just returned from the 
McCloud river, and gives a most gratifying account of flsb-hitch- 
Ing at the government hatchery on that stream. Salmon were never 
more plenty In the McCloud than now, and lt Is worthy of note 
also that they went up there a month earlier this year than usual. 

In all the shallow places and riffles of the river the salmon are 
Bpawning. It Is estimated that twelve million eggs will be 
hatched this year. The California commissioners vylll purchase 
two million to replenish the stock of fish in the 8acramento, and 
the United States Government on its own acconnt will give a 
million mors for distribution In California water*. Several mil¬ 
lions will be sent East to stock the streams flowing Into the 
Atlantic. It is supposed that the salmon went np the Sacramento 
at the time of the floods and escaped tbe fishermen. The great 
numbers at the spawning ground Insure a good supply of fish In 
the lower streams and the bay for two or three years hence. . 

Small Fry. 

—Fishing Is better In Lake Taboe this year than ever before. 

—If shod do not eat in fresh water why do they take the fly f 
—The Southern Pacific R. R. crosses a dried-up part of the 
Gulf of California which was cut off by sediment deposited by 
the Colorado river, and which Is covered with oyster and other 
marine shells. 

—Among tbe catches of the'fishery commission this year Is the 
new cephalopod, Octopua bairdii , which was discovered in the Bay 
of Fundy In 1873, and found off the New England coast for the 
flret time last year. 

—The latest from the mackerel fisheries is a dispatch from 
Halifax, Aug. 3, stating that the American fishing schooner had 
arrived from Port Mulgrave that day, from North Bay, with full 
fares of mackerel. This Is encouraging. 

—Last week we met Mr. Paul B. Du Challlu, the celebrated 
African traveler, on Coney Island, with a big string of blue fish 
and several good striped bass. He has been exploring the wilds 
of Canarsie aud Sheepshead Bay during the “heated term." 

_The stories of famine In Labrador on account of the failure 

of the fisheries turns ont to be false. Our last accounts say that 
the season has been fairly successful, bait plenty, and tbe fleet 
well supplied. They alwayB get fish enough for home consump¬ 
tion. 

_The Newfoundlanders still neglect to follow the advice of 

Prof. Hind, an attache of the Colonial Government, who In his 
extensive researches throughout tbe Island and its dependency. 
Labrador, found that In tbe northernmost parts of the latter, 
which are never frequented by fishing vesselB, cod, solmou, mack¬ 
erel, and herring abound In seemingly inexhaustible quantities. 

—The “Eel river monster" is the latest wonder of the Cali¬ 
fornia papers, and from tbe descriptions we think lt the ghost of 
1 the dragon which was killed by 8t. George who was out on a 
poaching expedition, not knowing that dragons were then ont of 
season. He killed the last one and so destroyed the race of 
: these Interesting animals, and neither the British Museum nor 
1 the Smithsonian Institute possesses a specimen owing to his pot- 
! hunting. 

■ _The State Fish Commission are still distributing cat-fish, and 

- have about 20,000 for that purpose. After this year the commls- 
1 slop will cease distributing them, aB the fish will then be In the 

waters of every part of the state. 

> There la little danger of the exhaustion of tbe salmon supply, 

- thanks to tbe efforts of our fish commission. The latter have 
f made a bargain with the United States government to put 2,000,- 

000 young salmon into the McCloud, Pit and Sacramento this 
year, and an additional 500,000 or 1,000,000 will be put In by 
i tbe United States Commission.— San Francltco Chronicle, 

9 —In the last report of tbe United States Fish Commission, 

1 1875-6, lt appears that from 1873 to 1876 there were 287 appll- 
” cations made for fish. More than half of these were made in the 
e last I ear, showing by the rapidly Increasing demand that the 
e people are awakening to the importance of fish culture.

The English Pointer of 1808 and 1804. 

COMPILED 8T “HOMO.” 

We will continue from "Veteran’*" article on the pointer that 
portion of his work which he give# under the kbove heading, 
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which relates to the breeding of the setter likewise. His method 
Id our mind Is simple and humane and can be readily followed 
by every sporteman wishing to train his own animal. 

“When a whelp of this description hu reached his sixth or 
seventh month, the process may be proceeded upon In the follow¬ 
ing way: and either a single dog, a brace, or more may bo man¬ 
aged with equal ease, In any convenient spot, room or yard at 
the same time, with ho other assistance whatever, than the alter¬ 
nate expressions of “To hoi” "Have a care!” and “Take heed!" 
(having the small field whip on hand to Impress attention and 
enforce obedience,) although the most attracting meat Is tossed 
before them In every direction. The commencement of the cere¬ 
mony consists In throwing a piece of bread at some small distance 
before the dog, who upon making hlB effort to obtain It, must 
be Instantly checked by a quick exclamation of "have a care I" 
and the assistant termB alternately repeated, to keep him on a 
patient point of perseverence, till, having given ample proof of 
bis obedience to the Injunction, and stood time sufficient to 
demonstrate his comprehension of the restraint he must occasion¬ 
ally encounter; a vlbratlve low-toned whistle, accompanied with 
a mild ejaculation of “hie-on," will prove the signal for proceed¬ 
ing, which the whole will quickly learn to obey, and It will be 
found by practice that one or more may at the very moment 
of selling either the bread or the moat, be as Instantly stopped 
and made to renew their point by a repetition of either of the 
verbal cautions previously observed. 

Young dogs having thus coolly and deliberately imbibed the 
fundamental principles upon which they are to act, have the 
full force of nature and their predomtnent propensity to point 
out their practice when brought into the field. 

Very few well-bred pointers are seen who hunt too little, the 
greater part are inclined to range too much, and there it Is that 
the cool and steady patience of the experienced sportsman Is the 
more requisite to check the Impetuosity. 

Juvenile and Inconsiderate gunners materially injure young 
and unsteady dogs by keeping them under as little restraint as 
they wish to be kept themselves; too often letting them break 
away without respect to distance, till by custom they acquire a 
habit of Inattention and disobedience (to word or whistle) of 
which they are not easily divested without much severity and 
flagellation.” 

How often have we noticed the same fault to which "Veteran” 
refers, and many times It has struck us that the young sports¬ 
man imagines when entering the field that because he owns a 
setter or pointer his dog needs no control whatever and will teach 
him, so to speak, when he should know that no beginner ought 
to possess either until he becomes fully posted as to what a dog 
is required to do, and when and where he needs curbing or cor¬ 
rection. 

“Whatever may have been adopted by way of theoretic incul¬ 
cation during me early months, no dog should be brought regu¬ 
larly into the field for constant (or even easy use,) till nearly or 
full a twelve-month old; if so, and they become frequently weary 
and foot sore, it sometimes produces an habitual lassitude and 
bodily indifference that is never after shaken off. When first 
entered, it should be alone, and with a sportsman whose expe¬ 
rience has convinced him young dogs should from the earliest 
moment of tbelr initiation be taught to traverse every yard of 
the ground (In proper lengths and at equal distances) so that no 
one part should be left unbeaten; and this should be effected 
with as few words and as little noise as possible. Short, verbal, 
but expressive signals; low, vlbratlve, encouraging whistles, 
and the occasional waiving of one band or the other to the right 
or left, are all that’B necessary or useful; more does mischief. One 
steady shot of this description with only a brace of pointers, obe¬ 
dient to command, and steady to dog and gun, will kill more 
game in any country than a noisy crew with three or four brace 
In company." 

How true Is this last-paragraph of “Veteran’s,” and how often 
do we see the reverse practiced, wheu very little if any pleasure 
can be had with more than two or three setters or pointers oo the 
field at one time worked by two sportsmen thoroughly acquainted 
with each other’s method of hunting. 

A score of times the writer has been Invited to join parties 
composed of seven or eight individuals with at least double that 
number of dogs, and although knowing full well the proposed 
shooting grounds were bountifully supplied with birds, an excuse 
was always given with a full knowledge of the results of such 
expeditions. 

“The complete and perfect qualifications of a pointer are so In¬ 
dispensably oecessary to success In the acquisition of game, as 
well as In assisting to form a good shot, that young dogs should 
never be permitted to deviate from the proper rule of quartering 
the ground before them and directly In their way, that la to cover 
a line of threescore yards transversely In the front of his master, 
by starting thirty yards to the right and then re-passlng bim 
take thirty yards to the left where he again turns, and continues 
that routine In such proportions as not to let his crossings and 
re-crossings be more than five and twenty or thirty yardB from 
each other. When a brace of pointers or more are bunted they 
should alternately cross the same beat, by meeting and passing 
each other, taking additional ground at each turn, but ebould 
not beat the same way In a parallel direction.” 

This systematic manner of ranging may be practical in England 
where their fields and enclosures arc comparatively small, but In 
the United States where Immense tracts are to be worked over, 
've ebould, In a measure,, allow the dog to modify or increase bis 
range as hla Intelligence will soon dictate. 

“When a young dog Is once made steady to bird and gUD, 
broke from a natural desire to chase his game, and rendered obe- 
•hent to every signal, It 1 b necessary for him to know and observe, 
then Is the proper time to entertain him In company, that be 
may avail himself of the advantage to be derived from hunting 
with older and jnore staunch or experienced dogs than himself. 

I revtous to this Introduction (when hunted alone) as soon as he 
knows his game and is energetically anxious In the pursuit of It, 
for the wind and let him have it as much In his favor as the 
form of the field and circumstances will permit. 

As soon as he comes to a point, a pause should ensue and he 
should be permitted to enjoy It, not a buz, not a word, or excla¬ 
mation should escape by which he might be agitated to action; 
the necessary Injunctions to action should be tremulously vlbra- 
■ n 'IP 00 th6 eart111 the fire of his eye, the distention of the nos- 
the elated loftiness of the aspect, and the seeming spas¬ 
modic affection of the whole frame (produced by the effect of the 
? Irritability) affords ample proof tbe game Is lndlsputa- 

’ y before him. This Is the critical and awfully affecting mo¬ 
ment when the feelings of both are worked upon, and It Is also 
i < kl e ^ r momen t when the most philosophic patience Is necessary 
0 ”« observed. Now Is the time, If the game luckily lies, to ad¬ 
vance nearer by degrees, but with all possible precaution of sl- 
jmee and deliberation. Approach him first on one aide then on 
ie other, If possible, without springing the birds, If they cod- 
mie to lie favorably for the purpose, walk In a circle entirely 
vln° a a0( * t * le do *- b y which practice he will be soon con- 
red his persevering point must correspond with whatever may 
Prove the occasion.

Have the Bines Bottom 1 

Memphis, Tbnn. 

Editob Chicago Field; —Have the blues bottom! I con¬ 
tend they have. I have seen one when only ten months old hunt 
two days from sun to sun without logging, the hottest of the 
month of March; making as many points as a tried native, and 
retrieving all of tbe fifty birds killed. I have seen four others 
hunt In the broiling sun for three days on the Arkansas prairies 
without coming to heel. I have seen another go (for him) the 

third day In a field of four-wide ranging natives, taking tbe 

outside and finishing fresh. I have seen two others go from 
Bun to sun for two days, half of that time In cold pelting rain In 
Jauuary. The writer and companion bagging one hundred quails 
over their steady points, that too, when the mud was so deep we 
were compelled to use horses to stand the hunt. The dogs quit¬ 
ting as fresh and eager aa at the end of tbe first hour. I have 
seen Gladstone in company with Whip and that grand old pointer 
McKlnney’B Lee, in tbe presence of Mr. Raymond, of Boston, 
and Dr. McKinney finish a three days’ hunt, going like tbe wind 
and pointing game long after we could see to shoot. We scor¬ 
ing one hundred quails for that true sportsman, F. II. Raymond, 
to present to bis Boston friends. That, too, when the dog had 
been confined in a box or at. tbe end of a chain for seven days at 
tbe St. Louis show, be not having a run of five mlnutes-at a time 
for three weeks previous to the show. 

Capt. Pat Henry’s Pride of the 8outh when fifteen months old 
met the veteran natives on the hunt of a week’s duration on the 
Arkansas prairle6 in the heat of September, going as fast and as 
long as any of the many he met. I have seen Pride and Maude 
for two days on different occasions make music with their splash¬ 
ing feet amidst the briars and watery slougbs after snipe, point¬ 
ing staunchly and truly, and retrieving without ruffling a feather, 
more than 250 snipe that fell to our guns on each occaslou. 

In company with Pat Henry and Mr. D. Scales of this place, I 
have seen these same Davids meet the Gollab, Mr. Scales’ native, 
and send him to grass before the setting of the sun the first day, 
In trying to keep step to their flying feet over the burnt prairie or 
In tbe watery slougbs. Nor could lie face tbe guns the next day, 
but kept a soft bed in the bottom of tbe wagon, whilst tbe others 
kept going, their pattering feet ranging far and near until the go¬ 
ing down of the sun the Becond day, and that when Pride was 
unwell and did not touch a mouthful of food for tbirty-six 
hours. His master bagging over him one hundred and fifty 
Bnipe, six chickens, ten quails, various slckle-bill curlews and 
three ducks. 

Would It stand to reason Mr. Adams, of Boston, Mr. Lathrop, 
of Springfield, Mass., and many others I could name, would take 
tbelr blues, such as Drake, out West a thousand mileB, on hunts 
of weeks, If such dogs were good for only a spurt ! Would Messrs. 
Sterling, Whltford, Smith, and other sportsmen keep large and 
expensive kennels of blues, that are pretty as pictures, and take 
them to the prairies iu the hot month of August, if such dogs 
bad no bottom ? 

Would such practical sportsmen as Pat Henry, Jos. Dew, Maj. 
Taylor, Gen. Churcbll), Mr. Sanborn, Mr. Bergundthal, and 
hundreds of others I could name, pay long prices for puppies, 
and add $100 In many Instances to first cost for training, and 
take the risk of death, If they thought such dogs could Dot go 
any distance they choose to send them, when they could obtain 
tried natives for tbe asking! 

Why Is it that such dogs as Leicester, Druid, Eleho, Bow aDd 
Sensation, and many others I could name, when sold, command 
such high figures, if they and their progeny were only duffere! 
Are tbe owners of these and many others, fools, and fit subjects 
for lunatic asylums, because they keep such dogs lo their ken¬ 
nels when they could dispose of them for from $200 to $1,000, 
and replace them with natives for nothing! 

We first heard that the blues had no speed—the record shows 
them from 20 to 50 per cent, faster than the natives. 

We then heard they had no nose. Is there any man insane 
enough to assert that now 1 Then we heard they were hard to 
raise. No more so than the natives. Now we hear they have no 
bottom; Is this last accusation tbe lout prop that sustains that 
splendid old structure, the natives! If so, It’s bound to fall. 

Who Is it that sits In judgment and states the blues have no 
bottom! Is It those who have thoroughly tried them and know 
whereof they speak! Not Are their accusors as just aa a Daniel 
sitting In judgment! Oh. not They are those who have not 
given the blues a fair trial. Or those who have never owned one, 
or those who allow their prejudice to run away with their judg¬ 
ment on this subject. 

We hear these same gentlemen sitting In judgment say, stick 
to tbe grand old natives, at the same time they are breeding to 
the half and full blues, accepting half blues with now and then 
a full blue thrown in to leaven the lump, etc. 

I have no word of censure for such gentlemen. Walt! very 
soon they will, like all new converts to any cause, out-Hcrod 
Herod. To those who need a tonic whilst they are swallowing 
tbe quarter and half blue pills, I would recommend the last part 
of the very able article from the pen of the gifted “J. W. F.,” 
appearing in the Chicago Field of the20tb of July. They will 
find condensed In a few lines the Alpha and Omega of the acri¬ 
monious controversy, Natives vs. Blues. It would not surprise 
me if the head center of the natives, my friend “Guido," did not 
drop J. W. F. a card of thanks for saving him (G.) so much brain 
work, In pleading a cause, the fallacy of which Is made too appar¬ 
ent from “Guido’s” own standpoint. Gentlemen, whether you 
breed natives or bines, stop the personalities that have appeared 
on each side. Let your motto be that of the founder of the breed 
that bears his name—Mr. Llewellin, forward not backward, be 
they natives or blues. Bluff City. 


Zig Ziig Accepts Buck Jr. and Names Gladstone Against 
Her. 

Wilminoton, Del. 

Editor Chicago Field: —“Guido” now names Buck Jr. os 
bis nomination In our bet. This Is satisfactory If *Buck Jr. Is a 
native according to your decision, as I presume her to be. “Gui¬ 
do" then calls on me to now name my blue blood. This I will 
do, but not because tbe bet offered by “Guido” and accepted by 
me requires It. A bet to beat any blue blood In the Champion 
8takes,clearty gives me tbe right to name at the time tbe running 
of the stakes beglos, any dog entered, for until then It Is plainly 
Impossible for me to tell wbat dogs will run, still less to exer¬ 
cise a judgment as to what are the best ones. 

When I name my blue now, “Guido,” in order to win his bet 
does not have to beat any blue that may run, or tbe pick of the 
blues, for there may be fifty bluet now In training and put In 


the Champion 8takes, about whom I know nothing, who may 
prove to be better dogs than those I happen to know now, but 
be has only to beat such of the blues as I now may select, with 
the best light I have at this time and from among those dogs 
whom I may happen to know will probably be run. In other 
words, he declines not only to run hls native against “all” blues, 
but even against any one of all blues, but confines his challenge 
to that one dog from among that reatricted class or number of 
blues of whom I chance to have knowledge at this time. 

That this new construction was not even thought of by him¬ 
self when be so vauntlngly offered hls bet, Is apparent from hls 
brace bet offered at the same time In hls first communication to D. 
B., to-wlt: “I will here lay down $25 more that I will now name a 
native brace that will win over any blue brace whatever you now 
name at the Tennessee, 1878, field trials." In the brace bet he 
offered D. B., was to name now. No such requirement was ex¬ 
pressed In the bet I accepted, so that, stripped from all hls vain¬ 
glory, aDd peacock feathers, and strut, and pinned down to ex¬ 
plicit terms, the full extent to which “Guido” Is willing to back 
hls natives Is not against any bine who on the morning of De¬ 
cember 2, next, I may think the best In the field, but he merely 
matches bis Buck J r. against a dog I shall now name. Well, 
this back-down by the champion of the oatlveB before the race, Is 
to be scored as a victory for the blues of most as much Impor¬ 
tance as the winning at the race, and as such I accept It. In this 
connection It may be as well to refer to “Guido’s” suggestion: 
"If ‘Zig Zag’ only wants what ie fair and thinks It fair to run the 
whole field against one native, will be please name one bine lor 
$250 against the whole field, I call him.” And some of “Gnldo’s” 
backers In the field have Indulged in the Baine absurdity that I 
was guilty of some sort of uofairoess or sharp deallDg la accept¬ 
ing “Guido's” bet according to my understanding of its terms. 

“Guido” and his friends seem to forget that he offered this 
bet; that he boasted that D. B. was afraid to accept It. Hls bet 
was the expression of his measure of confidence In the prowess of 
bis native favorites. 

It was not for me to put a limit upon the measure of hls 
confidence. In construing the bet as I did, I ou!_v applied a test 
to the actual extent of hls confidence, and now find bow narrow 
and weak It Is. 

And, moreover, It is but just to my brethren who believe In the 
blues, ns well as to myself, to say, tbatin this matter I have never 
assumed to become the exponent or to express the measure of 
their or my confidence In our dogs. I didn’t offer a challenge—I 
only took up a glove that was thrown down before them and me. 
I have not yet offered a bet—falror unfair. I have only endorsed 
(and almost In vain) to close with “Guido” on a bet offered by 
him. If It is “unfair” to accept a bet as it is offered, then I plead 
guilty to the charge; otherwise not. 

But I do consider that I am accepting a bet on terms very 
much less favorable than those on which It was first offered by 
“Guido.” When I name my dog now I do consider that in ask¬ 
ing tbe modification of his bet “Guido” Is clearly backlog down 
from hls offer to D. B. I consider that I have the right to force

their heads, and were put out of the stake. Was that Rock's 
fault or tbelr own! He was there to meet them and did so 
successfully, as the record shows. Rock pointed hare every time 
as well aa birds, and quartered his ground In fine style, so the 
record says. I think this is better than chaslog. No, Mr. Bur¬ 
ges, It won’t do; It does not convince me because Rob Roy ran 
away on that memorable day that he Is the better dog of the two. 
He never did heat Rock on the bench; you even would not claim 
he ever had any Bhow to do that; he never did beat him in the 
field, and to convince you, as well as “De Soto,” that I believe Iu 
him and his get, I will make you the following proposition: I 
will meet you at Nashville at the field trials next December, or 
your representative with your dogs. If you are too 111 to be there,

These pups have 
never any of them seen a game bird, yet I will make these 
matches, half forfeit, and will name Mr. Van Kirkman, president 
of tbe Tennessee Association, as stake-holder; the dogs to be en¬ 
tered In the Free-for-all Dog Stakes, and judged by the regular 
judges, under the rules the stake Is judged by; tbe dog which 
stands highest to win.

THE DESTRUCTION OF CANIE. 

Wo regret to learn that the violations of the game law are more 
numerous tliau we hail supposed. From the various reports 
which have reached us It seems that the Infernal pot-hunters are 
at their nefarious work. We are told that last Sunday, on the 
Calumet, anv number of these fellows could be found shooting 
the young teals and mallards. Many, If not all of them, were 
from Chicago. Frum other places, wc have similar reports. 

The “farmer’s boy” lias been a scapegoat long enough. He 
has had to bear more than Ilia share of tile blame for the diminu¬ 
tion of tile game; and doubtless lie lias liud much to do with It 
with his nets and trupB; but the city pot-liunter, the very worst 
type of game destroyer, Is the one on whom the odium most 16. 
lu season and out of season lie slays irrespeettve of the necessi¬ 
ties of the occasion or the rights of the land owners. Indeed, 
properly can he be termed the game-butcher. 

That something must be done is apparent to everyone Interested 
III the protection of game; for if not, shooting in America will 
become as great a luxury as it now is iu England. Of ucccssity 
it will be had only where preserved, and these preserves will be 
owned or leased by the rich. To the average sportsman tills is 
a matter of much consideration for it must of necessity cut oir 
the pleasure of shooting from a very great many. This we don't 
want to see; on the contrary we would, If It were possible, rather 
see our prairies and stubbles, and our lakes, rivers and marshes 
as full of game birds and water fowl ns they once were, that the 
sportsman of ordiuary means might enjoy the pleasure of held 
shooting and derive the benefit consequent to his health as well 
as the rich. Not only that, but In an economic sense that the 
came might not be lost to the community at large, as an article 
of food. 

Fust, fast, unfortunately, are I he game birds disappearing, and 
we fear that the present season, so prolific in breeding and rais¬ 
ing, instead of being taken advantage of as a means of replen¬ 
ishing our greatly exhausted resources is, on the contrary, like to 
give an Impetus to Increased slaughter. Thus does the accursed 
pot-hunter pervert the bountiful fruits of a fortuitous circum¬ 
stance, aided in no small measure by the sportsmen holding their 
hands while he carries on bis reckless work of extermination. 

Something must be done and at once. No better place for the 
commencement of the project than in Chicago, where probably are 
to be found more pot-hunters and more illicit dealers In game than 
In any other city in America. Sportsmen’s clubs are of little 
avail, tu a majority of instances, in checking violations, we regret 
to say. Animosity the individual members have to contend 
against from those of whom they complain prevent many from 
personally prosecuting a violator of the law. The only plan 
that we see for the suppression of the pot hunters, and the saving 
of what game we have left, is the formation In each city of an 
association, each member of which shall contribute a certain 
amount annually, which shall be used for the employment of a 
game constable, whose duty It shall be to detect violations of the 
game law and bring the violators to the bar of justice. We want 
to see such au association formed whose sole object shall be this, 
and we think in this way the difficulty can be overcome. 


The Chicago Field and the New Yoke Show.— Mr. Tileston 
endeavors to shuffle out of the tight place In which Messrs. Cas¬ 
sell, Petter & Galpin’s denial of the charges made against them 
by the secretary of the Westminster Kennel Club placed him. 
In doing so he reiterates the absurd statement that the editor of 
the Chicago Field Introduced newsboyB to sell the paper. Says 
Mr. Tileston: 

"Hero was a paper (the Cuioaoo Field) which had printed the vileat 
anonymous comroonlcatioDS regarding the clob and lte doge (vide the 
letters signed "Howard”), and had spared no effort to injure the show. 
Theledttor, on hie arrival in New York, te nolifled that papers will not 
be allowed in the bnildtng, and yet. In defiance of ail. the show is 
scarcely opeued before he has his newsboys in the building soliciting 
visitors to buy his paper. We will leave it to any fair-minded person 
to eay whether Mr. Tileston, or any other of the managers was right In 
stopping it or not.’’ 

A statement with less truth in it was never given utterance to. 
We can prove by Mr. Jacob Feutz, field editor of the Turf, Field 
and Farm, and Mr. Barker, formerly of the Foreet and .Stream, 
gentlemen well known and reliable, that the papers were not 
being sold by newsboys, but by a well-grown youth at a table 
where catalogues and books of points for judging were being 
sold, and that the number of copies did not exceed fifty, if as 
many. On entering the show we handed copies of the Chicago 
Field to this youth, who we saw selling catalogues, etc., at a 
table. This same youth continued the sale of catalogues, etc., 
through the show. 

That on our arrival In New York we were notified the Chicago 
Field would not be allowed In the show is as false as the state¬ 
ment that we brought in newsboys to sell It. We now call on 
Dr. Webb, the secretary of the club, to come out and say 
whether he did not tell us: 

1st. That no posters, placards, nor copies of sporting papers 
would be allowed to be nailed up on the stalls or In any other 
part of the building. 

2d. That no papers would be allowed to be hawked around for 
sale, but that there would be a table at which they could be left 
on sale. To all of which we cheerfully asseuted. 

3d. That we asked Dr. Webb (desiring to violate no rule of the 
club) if we should desire to give a copy away to any one, If we 
could take it from the table and do so; to which he replied, cer¬ 
tainly. 

As a matter of justice, and that the truth should be known, 
wc call upon Dr. Webb to answer If what we 6tate Is not true. 

Mr. Tileston lays great stress that the Chicago Field “had 
printed the vilest communications against the club and Its dogs, 
and had Bpared no effort to Injure the show.” Was this, then, a 
reason why Mr. Tileston showed his animosity to the Chicago 


Field! For our honest criticism of tho classification of the 
show were we excluded from the show 1 For publishing letters 
of those of our readers who do not think as Mr. Tileston doss, 
was the Chicago Field excluded from the show! This, then, is 
some of the milk In the cocoanut. Mr. Tileston muat understand 
that the Chicago Field Is Independent In all things; wherein It 
has found the Weatmluster Kennel Club to be commended It has 
done bo, and when to be censured has censured it. In the future 
the club has to expect exactly the same as In the past. It Is 
neither more nor less to us than any other club; and we honestly 
believe Mr. Tileston does not reflect the sentiment of the club 
In the statement we have commented on. 

Mr. Tileston asserts that Dr. Rowe cunningly leaves It to be 
inferred that copies of the paper of which Mr. Tlleaton Is editor 
were being sold all the time, that la, from the opening of the 
show, whereas “uo copy of this paper (Mr. Tlleston’s) was In the 
building until Friday.” Mr. THeston's memory Is playing him 
tricks and allowing his imagination to run away with It, ob he 
will find by reference to our report of the show, the following 
referring to the paper of which he is editor: “And Friday morn¬ 
ing a large bundle of the paper was put on the table for sale.” 
Also In our Issue of the 6th Inst.: “That Mr. Tileston stopped 
the sale of his paper we do not doubt, but it was only after It had 
been exposed for sale for houre (note the statement, Mr. Tileston, 
houre, not days,) and attention had been attracted to It.” 

We are sorry to have to occupy so much of our space with this 
subject, but we cannot consent to be misrepresented. Moreover, 
the freedom of the press Is at issue. 


The Native-Blue Question. —Fear not gentle reader, we do 
not propose to give you a dissertation on the good qualities of 
either blue or native. We simply wish to quote a few remarks 
from some of our correspondents. One gentleman writes: “I 
see that the Interminable controversy of blue bloods vs. natives 
Is going on worse than ever. If one-quarter said against both 
iB true I shouldn't want cither kind.” In which we must con¬ 
fess there Is a great deal of truth. Another gentleman mildly 
requests us to choke them. Think of it such warm weather. A 
third asks: “Why can't "Guido," D. B., “Zig Zag" and others 
write what they think of the blue bloods and natives to each 
other.” A fourth suggests that they rent a hall for themselves 
and there tight, it out. And a fifth writes he has a bull pup 
which he will back for #50 to whip the whole crowd, dogs and 
owners. A sixth is of tho opinion there is “no sand” in them. 
A seventh requests on behalf of himself and other Nebraska sub¬ 
scribers to make them stop. All these requests have been duly 
considered; hut they must remember that the Cuicago Field 
has among its readers a diversity of tastes. Indeed running a 
paper is like running a hotel, all the guests don't like venison, 
trout, grayling, nor roasted beef and lamb, but some will 
eat corned bepf and cabbage, and jowl and spinach, and If It Is 
not on the table they think the proprietor neither a good fellow 
nor can he keep a hotel. So It Is with the readers of the Chica¬ 
go Field; some like horse, some fish, and others shooting yarns, 
others trap shooting scores, rifle and kennel matters, and of those 
who are Interested in the dog, there are as many who take an In¬ 
terest in the questions now being discussed as there are who do 
not—If not more. We, therefore, while confining It as closely as 
possible, yet counot exclude It altogether, notwithstanding we 
shall be glad when it is ended. Take our last issue, for instance, 
and we had thirty-three columns of reading matter, of which 
eight and a half were devoted to keDnel matters, and of these 
eight and a half columns but two were devoted to the blue blood- 
native discussion—less than one-fourth of the kennel department 
and just one-sixteenth of the reading portion of the paper. 
Surely, the other readers would not begrudge those Interested In 
the subject one-Bixteenth, while they have fourteen-sixteenths. 

When the discussion wbb going on about guns, numerous were 
the requests to choke them; we thought they were choked already 
too much for field shooting. Be patient, gentlemen who take no 
Interest iu the discussion, it is fast coming to a close; 
the writers themselves are getting exhausted. Besides, we give 
you enough otherwise to rend. You can eat the fish and game, 
take the pigeons on toast and leave the corned beef and cabbage 
and jowl and 6plnach to those who prefer it. 


The Jockey and Trotting Cldb.— On Saturday last IhoBe 
interested In the formation of a Jockey Club and 
Trotting Association assembled In the club room of the Sherman 
House. Col. Alvin Hurlburt was appointed chairman and Mr. 
Clinton Snowden secretary. The name of the Chicago Jockey 
and Trotting Club was adopted, and the following gentle¬ 
men were elected officers for the ensuing year: President, Col. 
Benjamin H. Campbell; vice-president, Samuel J. Medtll; 
secretary, Dr. N. Rowe; treasurer, Col. Alvin Hurlburt. On 
motion of Dr. Rowe, Mr. William M. Boyle was elected assistant 
secretary. Executive committee—Col. H. G. Farrar, Col. Abner 
Taylor, H. G. Pulling, J. H. McAvoy and Jewett Wilcox. 
Directors—Benjamin H. Campbell, Col. Abner Taylor, Samuel J. 
Medlll, Dr. N. Rowe, Clinton SnowdeD, Geo. B. Armstrong, Col. 
H. W. Farrar, Col. Alvin Hurlburt, Capt. Jewett Wilcox, H. G. 
Pulling, J. H. McAvoy, Robert Hyman, Jr., aDd Robert J. 
Smith. * 

Messrs. Rowe, Medlll and Taylor were appointed a committee 
of three to draft a constitution aDd by-laws and present the same 
at the next meeting. The club then adjourned to meet at the 
club rooms on Monday next at 3 o'clock. 

The park Is being rapidly pushed to completion. The grading 
of the track is more than half done, the club house Is certainly 
tbree-fourtbe done, and the grand stand has been commenced. 
The contractors are quite confident that by the first week In Sep¬ 
tember everything will be In readiness. It Is now proposed to 
give a trotting meeting the Becoud week In September. A run¬ 
ning meeting will not be given until next June or July. 

It Is a matter of congratulation with us that, when completed, 
Chicago will have one of the finest trotting and running parks, 
with an association composed of some of the best citizens to gov¬ 
ern It, for the attempt had failed so often It seemed as though it 
never would be accomplished. Too much credit cannot be given 
Messrs. Lawrence and Martin for the perseverance and determi¬ 
nation with which they have pushed the matter. But for them 
it would never have been. 


How They Were Eucherbd. —The "Kennel Register” has 
seriously disturbed the Foreet and Stream . Mr. Hallock and Mr. 
Tileston have been exchanging condolences, and Mr. Tileston has 
published the correspondence which has passed between them, 
with Mr. Hallock’s editorial comments, Borne time since. It jaBt 
so happens that the pedigrees possessed by both papers were 
given up unconditionally to the National American Kennel Club, 
without any stipulations whatsoever. The Chicaoo Field sur¬ 
rendered theirs in this manner and Foreet and Stream were con¬ 
sequently forced to follow suit The cause of complaint ostensi¬ 
bly Is that Mr. Burges, the compiler of the “Kennel Register,” 
Is kennel editor of the Chicago Field; but Mr. Burges Is not 
the kennel editor of the Chicago Field, nor has he been since 
March 1876. All that has appeared In the Chicaoo Field from 
Mr. Burges has appeared either over or under 
his signature. Mr. Burges Is employed by the Cbioaoo 


Field to write weekly an article for It, which has 
always appeared under his name. Mr. TtlestoD was, at the time 
the Chicago Field surrendered Its pedigrees, associate editor of 
the Foretl and Stream, and to him Mr. Hallock unfolds hie tale 
of grief. It was also after the consolidation of the Foreet and 
Stream and JtodandOun. Mr. Bauks presented the pedigrees of 
the Foreet and Stream unconditionally, as we had done those of 
the Chicago Field, and remarked he was glad to be rid of them. 
But the following 1s what amuses us most, which we quote from 
the Foreet and Stream: “The con6dence game worked to a charm, 
and Dr. Rowe euchered us with a natural point In our hand I” 
Correct, Foreet and Stream, and you held two Jackt and a dummy.

Aa the prairies 
along the line of the Atchison, Topeka & Santo Fe road afford 
the very finest prairie chicken shootlug, the party will undoubt¬ 
edly have the grandest of sport. 


The Kennel Register. —The compilation of the Kennel 
Register Is completed, and has been turned over to the publish¬ 
ing committee. It will very soon be In the hands of the printer, 
when It will be pushed through aa rapidly aa consistent with 
accuracy. The register has been delayed longer than expected, 
but Mt. Burges Informs us that It was otherwise Impossible, as 
the pedigrees received from Foreet and Stream were In such a 
terrible muddle that It was an exbaustable labor to get them into 
proper shape. ____

A Trip After (Jnalls— How they were Sold on N. W.

Editor Chicago Field: —After an absence of sixteen years, 
here I am on “the old stamping ground,” enjoying a visit to 
relatives and friends. It is not my purpose to "bore'' your 
readers with a recital of Incidents, the remembrance of which are 
brought vividly before ine by beholding not only faces, but scenes 
familiar to my childhood. Many changes, some not. calculated to 
render one forgetful of the flight of tune, have occurred In this 
vicinity.

aud gun, areJ.,-,-, alike estimable for genuine hospitality, 

as admirers of the good and the beautiful, and, last but not least, 
sincere attachment to tbeir canine friends. 

In anticipation of the dove season (which commences first 
proximo, and the cream to be had when heinp is cut), the 
youngsters, and others who have "silver threads" to mark 
changes wrought In bye-gone hours, are loading shells with “dead 
shot, etc., preparatory to waging fierce war against the bird, 
whose ancestors are immortalized aa having borne the first olive 
branch. In tbeir assemblies, last season’s battles are re-fought 
with all the ardor animating true sportsmeD; and many is the 
jest, taken as meant, which goes the round. 

I remember to have seen reported to the Chicago Field, a 
“big bag In Owen, by T. R., Jr., aud Z. T." One of this party 
had been to Owen, with a friend, on a previous occasion and 
failed to report, though a pretty good bag was made in half a 
day's shooting. The boys here account for the omission thusly: 
Completely equipped the party left here, and reached Its destina¬ 
tion In good order. After providing for the comfort of Lou and 
Lettic, royal reds—one by Caliph—they set out for the residence 
of N. W., to secure his services sb guide for the next day. N. 
W. readily assented, as he ‘ had hearn nv tber gents, and uvther 
dogs, and uv ther guns, and uv tber shootln'; and jest wanted ter 
see'cm shoot!

N. W., meet us at Mr.-’s to-morrow morning at 7, sharp.” 

At the appointed hour N. W. was at the rendezvous, and to 
the amusement of the party had in hand an old "pot metal,” 10- 
bore, 24-lnch, ft-pounds down weight, gun, tied on to stock with 
a cotton string. No shooting jacket adorned his brawny shoul¬ 
ders, but paw-paw bark suspenders held to place his coperas giant 
pants, doubly Inclined to desert their normal position on account 
of the additional weight of loose powder In one, and No. 4 shot 
In the other pocket No pink edges had he, only a hornet’s nest 
supplied him with wadding! 8hoes nor leggings were necessary 
t # to protect his feet and ankles—proof against thorns, briars, and 
such small considerations as the fangs of a copperhead, viper, or, 
perchance, a rattler brought to light by the genial rays of an 
October (not setting) sun.

But Lord I ther’s Let rite a front oy Lou, tuther side uv thet 
Pun weed patch, lookin’ this way, and her body bent round like 
er crooked stove-plpe-Jlnt, and her tall twisted tuther way like a 

ole cow's tall when she's got ther colllc I”-: “Oh B»y I look 

at the little bitch I ain’t that lovely! ain’t she a jewel! Did you 
ever see a prettier back than that, and she so young !’’ But at 
this point Let lost her grip, and ' bounced In, with mouth open 
and feet and legs stretched apart as If to take ’em all In I Away 
go the beauties, stretching lustily fer that hillside covered with 
briers, cedars and hawthorns, with a fringe of dog woods skirt¬ 
ing Its foot, except a couple of brace which fall before a brace of 
Greener's beat.

“Now, N. W-, when a dog points another bird, just come up, 
take your time, and kill it. Neither of us will shoot., so don't 
get the least excited. Ah! there’s one before the little bitch; 
come on, N. W-, (steady, Lottie! ca-areful, little gal!) get ready 
and I’ll go In and flush It for you. There!” Bang!! like a 
mountain howitzer, goes old potrinotel, and much to the surprise 
of spectators down goes the quail. "Well done,old fellow; a lit¬ 
tle patience with perseverance, and you will be all right.” N. 
W., elate with such unlookcd for success, seemed Inclined to try 
again; on every occasion, In fact, got to "puttin’ » In a little too 
often to please his companions. He would shoot at a shadow 
and began to annoy the boys excessively, and really seemed to 
be the favored of the “fickle Goddess," for at every step up 
would go a quail In his front and down he would knock It. 
Covey after covey was found In rapid succession, and N. W. not 
only continued “ter shute,” but to kill. 

It mattered little where the bird went, old pot-metal seemed 
ready and was equal to the emergency, rarely falling to floor it. 
“Did you ever see such blind, nigger luck!” “No! I'm getting 
tired of the fellow's presumption. It will be necessary to remind 
him that we brought him to show us where the blrdswere and are 
paying him for catering to our pleasure. I say, N. W., will you 
drop down the hill to that stump and fetch the cartridges left 
there!” N. W.: “Yaas, soon’s I kill this'n. ’Sped ter cum up 
ter Frankfort ter shute at ther fair, and wants all ther practize I 
klu git” (bang! down goes another). The thing had grown mo¬ 
notonous, aud the boys were at a loss how to relieve them¬ 
selves of so “taking” a companion. They feared to leave him, 
for, like most town boys, they had taken no accurate note of the 
course, and the horrors consequent to making another mistake 
arose In huge proportlone before them, for they knew already 
that they were sold. But kind fortune had not entirely deserted 
them, for, when they had almost despaired of finding relief, the 
"dinner horn.” summoning them to the hospitable board of Mr. 

awakened the echoes of neighboring hills and “brought them 
back to life.”

A Chamois Hunt. 

Grinoelwauj Valley, Switzerland, 1 
Midsummer, 1878. ) 

Editor Chicago Field: —Grlndelwald is two hours and a 
half to the south-east of Euterlaken. The valley Is not very strik¬ 
ing and Is chiefly interesting as an Introduction to the tramps 
among the glaciers and high Alps of the Oberland. 

We came In this morning and while we were awaiting the 
preparations fora start, I noticed In the hall way of a chalet be¬ 
longing to our guide, a handsome skin hanging from a peg. 
While we tari'led he told the story of the hunt. I will give It 
in his own words as nearly as I can. 

There were four of us the day we got that fellow; In fact, we 
poached for him. The law only permits us to shoot for the high 
game during the month of September. We paid fifty francs each 
for our license, and went out that month as often as we could, 
but the weather was bad and we never got any game. None of tbe 
Grlndelwald hunters brought In any chamois that season; the 
Interlaken hunters got ten or twelve,all told, but they were forest 
chamois and easier to shoot, as well as more plenty. But ours 
are the mountain chamois, aDd they never come down Into the 
woods. So we thought we must have one any way, and when 
the weather cleared In December, we got ready for our start, 
"he men met here and each one had his mountain shoes with the 
IroD spikes In the bottom, and shod round the heel as they shoe 
horses in Winter, and each one had a little knapeack with some 
spirits, and a little tea, some bread and sausage, and a cake of 
chocolate to nibble at when hungry. 

Every man carried a gun, a breech-loader, and as they don’t 
allow repeating arms In tbe mountains, our guns were all repeat¬ 
ers, for we wanted that chamois, and made up our minds not to 
him for lack of a spare bullet when the time came. 

« e had a good rope and a spirit lamp for all, and of course we 
each had our Ice ax with the steel points at one end of the staff and 
is claw-like ax at tbe other. Everything depends at times on 
ie rope and the ax; it will not do to miss an Inch In the tick¬ 
lish places, for It Is far easier falling down than It Is holding 
On, unless you are careful all the while. We took a lunch at 
. mf “ nl K ht »nd soon after went out on the mountain. Near the' 
beginning of the ascent an’lce road must be cut, one step at a 
■'me. (snd that Is hard work and slow work, too) till we come up 
on the Klelne Grlndelwald glacier over which we cross to the 
runnenorn and the Mettenberg. At the gray of the dawn, 
is a 6 ** *' onr »i we weroat the chalet In the glacier. We opened 
o door and went In to cook our breakfast, and we made tea 
r , ™ ' n,! 'I e d snow. In an hour after we went forward we 
In® chamois; through our glasses they looked like black 
pecks on the snow. Above us aDd very far off, after three hours, 

“ worked towards them and they saw us. At first they did not 
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take much notice, and two of us went forward while the other 
two cllmed higher. 

They have such large eyes that they seem to see behind them 
as well as In front. Nothing,beats them for a keen scent. But 
they never start while they see you. If you disappear for a mo¬ 
ment they will run a little way aud hop upon a stone until thoy 
get you In sight, and If they can’t soon see you they will strike 
a lope across the mountains for nearly twenty miles. 

“Well, two of us commenced sllmblng, and after two or three 
hours we got where we thought they must pass near by; there 
we made a signal to those below, who had kept In plain sight of 
the chamois, that they should go forward. 

In an hour more they fired blind shots, and the chamois 
started to run. There were six of them In all, and for a time 
we thought that they had got off. But this fellow here, my 
brother, Looked over a rock and saw him making off just In time 
to get a shy at him. He fired and the bullet went Into his back 
though this hole just one aide of the ridge of long hair along his 
spine. He gave one leap and fell more than three hundred feet. 
Wbon he struck ho hit a point of ice and knocked the tuft of 
hair from his hide which you see Is wanting. 

“Then It was a job, I tell you, to come at him, for It was no easy 
mai ter to get just to that spot. However, we made It In three 
hours, and then we split him open and took out the insides. 
We fouDd his stomach plump and full of dried grass and little 
sprigs from the bushes, and he was In good order. Wo brought 
the hind and fore-legs together and slung him over our should¬ 
ers like a knapsack. Sometimes through the soft snow we drew 
him like a sled, but we carried him most of the way. We 
reached home at ten o’clock at night, having been out about 
twenty-two hours. 

“Our licenses cost, for the four of us, 200 francs, and this skin, 
after we have had It dressed with alum, Is worth thirty-five 
francs. But then, It 1 b something not to let the season pass 
without shooting a chamois 1” 

This was the story, aud when it was done we started for (he 
glacier- _ _ Romolus. 

On the Loading of Cartridge Cases With Schultze 
Powder. 


As the commencement of the shooting eeasou is now rapidly 
approaching, we Ihluk it desirable to publish without delay the 
result of a long serleB of experiments recently made with wads 
and powdcrB, fuller details of which we propose to lay before our 
readers next week. With tbe aid of our new pressure gauge, we 
had ascertained that the explosive force exerted by Schultze pow¬ 
der varies greutly, and apparently In proportion to the pressure 
exerted in ramming it down In the case- Carefully regulating 
this pressure by means of a screw, we at first thought that the 
maximum might be arrived at, though not without considerable 
mechanical difficulties; but the variation was so trlfllog between 
the two extremes of no pressure and very great pressure, both of 
which gave feeble results, that we were non-plussed, until by 
accident we reached the clue. 

It Is perhaps needless for us to describe the exact nature of 
this discovery; but we may mention that it arose out of the 
failure of experimeute Intended to display to the manager of the 
Schultze Company’s works the Importance of exactly regulated 
pressure. As a matter of curiosity, however, it Is deserving of 
notice, as a demonstration of the Importance of avoiding any 
alteration In the previous conditions when repeating experiments. 
In arriving at our conclusion we had used moderately loose wads 
in brass cases; but In the presence of Mr. Griffiths we had re¬ 
course to another box considerably larger, though Btlll No. 12. 
The result was exactly the reverse of what we expected; and, 
as the enlarged wad was the only change In the condition, we 
naturally concluded that the failure was due to this cause, and 
proceeded to teat our conclusion as follows: Adopting the full 
average charge of 47 grains and l|oz. shot, we began with a tight 
wad, and had four shots from a modified choke selected from 
Mr. F. Baker’s stock by ourselves, without notice, the patterns 
made being 165, 187, 178, and 195. Then, putting in a loose 
one, 77 was tbe result. Six more tight wads resulted in 190, 160, 
165, 104, 189, and 160. We then tried two looee wads consecu¬ 
tively, glvlDg 47 and 56; then a tight one, with 166; and lastly 
a slightly loose oue, resulting In 103. These experiments sup¬ 
ported the new theory strongly; but, to leave no doubt, we deter¬ 
mined to try a serlesof shots from the same gun all with tight wads, 
and extending to a number In excess of the twenty-five rounds 
to which the May trials were confined. To make the experi¬ 
ment Btlll more clear, we increased the charge of powder to fifty- 
five grains, and obtained the following extraordinary good shoot¬ 
ing, especially when we consider that it was not a score picked 
out of a lot, as was the case In May with the winning guns. This 
performance is almost sufficient to establish the principle we have 
discovered—all the shots being made with one barrel. 
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Recoil above 60.. ..80*40 
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Figure of merit ... 62*50 

Comparing this figure with those made at the May trials, it 
will be seen that It Is higher than any of tbe scores made even 
with picked guns, using Schultze powder, and Is only exceeded 
by four of the figures made with black powder. 

From the above experiments It would undoubtedly appear that 
pressure per w exerts no Influence on Schultze powder, until It Is 
carried so far as almost entirely to prevent Ignition. Its only 
effect in a useful direction Is to make the wad fill the calibre of 
the case, and in this way lead to a rapid Ignition. But this end 
can be far more easily and surely effected by using a full-sized 
thin wad over the powder, and merely seating It exactly as Is 
required for black powder, so as to ensure a sufficient Initial re¬ 
sistance to allow of tbe necessary development of gas on Ignition 
by the cap. This wad should on no account drop freely down 
Into the case, and should be large enough to require some little 
force to drive It Into Its place. Over this a firm felt wad should 
be lightly placed, and over the shot s full-sized pink or grey 
edged wad, and not one of thin cardboard, such as Is very 
frequently used. The balr wad, so successfully used by Mr. 
Baker In the May trials, seems to answer the purpose of fitting 
the calibre better than a harder woolen wad, and It Is for this 
reason we think that It acted be cflclallv where a loose black wad 
was adopted; hut with a light black wad we prefer tbe hard and 
well-compressed woollen wad ordinarily adopted; and, loading In 


this way, we have quite satisfied ourselves that the supposed 
drawback to the use of Schultze powder no longer exists. 

If our readers will try either forty-seven grains or fifty-four 
grains loaded In the above way, they will easily satisfy them¬ 
selves of the accuracy of our experiments, which we have groat 
pleasure In placing at their service, and hope next week to add a 
great deal of additional Information on this Interesting subject.— 
London Field. 


Dr. Carver’s Shooting—Mr, Tan Dyke Hits the Nall 
Squarely on the Head, 


Omaha, Neb. 

Editor Chicago Field :—The very excellent article of Mr. 
Van Dyke respecting shooting at moving objects, suggests sev¬ 
eral very Important questions for sportsmen to give heed to. 
Dr. Carver has an undoubted right to display his “wonderful 
skill with tbe rifle" as beat may suit his taste and convenience. 
No one who witnesses the performance will entertain the same 
degree of sdmlratlou for It that reading newspaper accounts will 
beget. Mr. Van Dyke hits the nail pretty squarely on the head. 
A little experience in that line will fully demonstrate the fact, 
that greater skill and judgment arc required to bring down birds 
successfully at thirty to forty yards with a shot gun than to break 
the came number of glass balls with a rifle the distance Dr. Car¬ 
ver shot at Omaha In his match with John W. Petty. Mr. Pet¬ 
ty’s shooting in that match showed greater skill and better judg¬ 
ment than did the Doctor’s, although beaten nine balls In the 
500 shot at, and was entitled to and received the greater applause 
from the spectators. Dr. Carver’s performance was received 
with the same degree of admiration aud amusement that blind 
Tom’s performances on the piano excite—wonderful in Its way, 
yet automatic In execution. 

The difficulty In hitting glass balls thrown up ten or twelve 
feet from tbe shooter Is not so great as it may seem. A little 
practice will enable any expert rifleman to break them with great¬ 
er ease and precision than he will linaglue before he makes the 
trial. 

Since Dr. Carver’s exhibition of his style of shooting at Omaha, 
our riflemen, or some of them, have tried their skill at the busi¬ 
ness, and which has verified all I assert, i. e., that it Is not a dif¬ 
ficult task to break 80 in 100 under such circumstances. And 
some of them do even better than that. Hon. J. M. Thurston 
only lust week broke 88 In 100, beating his opponent, who used a 
shot gun, the former shooting a Remington ,28 rifle, the balle being 
thrown up from u point eighteen feet from him, the latter at 
eighteen yards rise. On another occaslou the same gentleman 
broke fifty-four balls without a miss with the suine rifle, and 
this too without extensive practice. But it Is a different thing 
to shoot a bird flying at forty yards with a rifle, and the man 
who can successfully do that Is an expert marksman, and must 
be possessed of an experienced and well-trained eye, nerve and 
judgment. It takes all of these qualities comhiued to accom¬ 
plish it. I don’t mean to do It occasionally , like the killing of 
two teal ducks, as Dr. Carver did at Omaha, which were Incidents 
of a great number of shots, hut I do mean to do it nicceeqfully, or 
a majority of the times trying it. It Is all well enough to speak 
of such Incidents, but certainly they ehould not be taken as rep¬ 
resenting every attempt. My own experience, as well as obser¬ 
vation, teaches that the number of misses, as a rule, far outnum¬ 
ber the hits. And I hope th(6 communication will be taken with 
even greater allowance as to the hits, for it is not Intended to 
hit any one. 

I send you herewith a score made to-day by the gentleman 
above referred to, in a match against a shot gun, since writing the 
above. Terms of the match between John M. Thurston and S. 
B. Hathaway, at Omaha, July 29, 1878: Thurston to shoot with 
a .22 Remington rifle at any distance he should choose, Hatha¬ 
way to shoot a double shot gun, 18 yards rise, 50 glass balls 
each, resulting In a tie as follows:

Mr. Thurston’s balls were thrown up by Mr. Hathaway, stand¬ 
ing 15 feet from the shooter.

Where to go for Fine Shooting— Coffeyville, Kansas.— Ed¬ 
itor Chicag» Field :—It has been my Intention for some time to 
write a few lines and let some of your many readers know wbat 
we are doing In this part of the country, but I am not a very able 
writer and It requires much courage aud a great effort to make 
a trial. 

We are situated two miles month of the line of the Indian Ter¬ 
ritory, 169 miles south of Kansae City, (this being the terminus 
of the Leavenworth, Lawrence & Galveston R. R.,) and seventy 
miles from the west line of Missouri. The Verdigris river flows 
a few hundred yards east of us, taking a southeasterly course 
until It empties its waters into the Arkansas at Fort GlbaoD, I. 
T. We have very poor fishing, the fish here consisting of cat¬ 
fish, drum-fish, a few bass, au occasional salmon, or wall-eye, as 
they are sometimes called, and ad Innumerable amount of gars. 
Now, durlog these warm days, we can see the gars fifty and a 
hundred In a drove slowly wending their way up stream. 

Prairie chickens are not so plenty this year as they were last, 
Delther were they so pleDty last year as they were the year before; 
and I find by looking back four years that there were ten then to 
where there Is one dow. I have talked to several gentlemen on 
this subject, and they say the cause this year Is on account of the 
heavy rains last Spring destroying their nests. This may be par¬ 
tially true, but I attribute the main cause to tbe wholesale 
slaughter and netting that la constantly kept up here during the 
Winter months, and the game shipped to your city. We have a 
law In this state that provides that "game cannot be shipped out 
of the state,” but I understand that the Adams Express Company 
made a test case of it, carried It up to the Supreme Court and it 
was pronounced unconstitutional. 

This Is a splendid country for hunting, and as “Bugle Bill" 
says, “no brush or fences In the way,” would make It a grand 
place for bolding field trials. We will have a splendid time this 
Fall shooting quails, as there are thousands of them. I have 
flushed several covlee that were over half grown, but tbe majority 
of the young are quite small and some have not hatched. 

Thursday being the opening day of our chicken season, I have 
been busy this afternoon loading shells and making preparations 
for a grand hunt,with what success, I will give you a report next 
week-__ ^_ Kansas.
